LONDON, Nov. 27.— The German submarine terror is upon London 
The battleship Bulwark was blown up Thursday morning in the Medway 
river, of Sheerness, only 35 miles from London. 
Soon after the destruction of the huge warship was announced in 
the house of commons by Winston Churchill, first lord of the admiralty, 
it was reported that two submerged German submarines had been located 
in the basin near where the Bulwark went down. Churchill declared that 
vice admirals and rear admirals at the scene reported the explosion ap­ 
peared to have been from an internal magazine.
